The bill, providing twenty year en- 
dowment insurance certificates to war 
veterans, has now advanced to the 
final stage. Passage by a two-thirds 
vote in the senate will place the mea:- 
ure on the statute books, thus entling 
foun years of agitation. 

The bonus bill will be called up in 
the senate on Monday: Senator Cur- 
tis [Rep., Kas.], in charge of the bill, 
served notice that he would ask con- 
sideration then.

Flew in Fog and Snow.

Ford, and it was forwarded by the ra- 
dio station of the Puget Sound navy 
yard here. The message said: 

“Left Attu 11. Snowstorms over 
Pacific forced us to light off shore at 
Komandorski at 8. Arrived Parama- 
shiru at 11:30, 180th time. Flight over 
fog 25 per cent of distance, snow 10 per 
cent, and excellent weather rest. 
Planes and personne! okeh. Leave next. 
good weather.” 

By reason of crossing thee 180th 
meridian the flyers left Attu, which is 
at the west end of the Aleutians, on 
Thursday, but arrived at Paramashiru

Running a lAdd of Rum. 

They told authorities they had en- 
gaged in a pistol battle with “hi- 
jackers,” who had attempted to hold 
up a load of liquor they were running 
toward New York. 

The arresting officers reported’ that 
Ryan, who was driving the automo- 
bile, had both hands wrapped in rags, 
which concealed pistol bullet woynds, 
and that the truck load of whisky, 
which was seized, held many cases 
that were smeared with blood. Both 


men were arraigned for first degree 
murder and held without bail to await 
hearing next Tuesday.

Washington, D. C., May 17.—[(Spe- 

cial.]—-For the first time in the history 

of the world, the Pacific ocean has 

been crossed by air by three airplanes 

of the United States army air service. 


‘| The distance of 878 miles which the 


world fi covered from Attu island 
to Paramushiru was figured via Cape 
Kronotzky on the Kamchatka pen- 
insula, west of the Bering islands. The 
fight from Attu island to Cape Kro- 
notzky is over 500 miles and is not 
only the longest flight planned of the 


rwhole expedition but is actually the 


longest flight over open water which 
will be attempted by the flyers. There- 
fore, its successful completion indi- 
cates that the flyers will have no diffi- 
culty in over water flying. They must 
have been out of sight of land for 
about six hours, depending upon their 
compasses for direction. 


Forced to Change Base. 
The arrival of the flyers in Japan 


} marks théir entry into the second divi- 


sion of the flight. They have only 
three more hops to reach Tokio, the 
capital of Japan. 

The first landing after leaving Para- 
mushiru will be made at Hittikapu, on 
the island of Yetorofu. It was origi- 
nally intended that the flyers should 
land at Bettobu, on the northwest side 
of this island, but when the Tmited 
States destroyer Pope, carrying sup- 
plies to Yetorofu for the flight, ar- 
rived there late in April, it found all 
the passages into the Okhotsk sea 
closed by ice floes extending fifty miles 
into the Pacific ocean. They were, 
therefore, forced to change the base 
from Bettobu to ittikapu on the 
southeastern shore of the island. The 
destroyer is wafting the flight there 


jJwith suppiles and fuel. 


At Kashiwabara\bay, Lieut. Clayton 
C. Bissell, who is on board the coast 
guard cutter Haida, and has been 
charged with making all the ground 
arrangements and seeing the flight 
through the first division as far as 
Japan, was relieved by Lieut. Clifford 
Cc. Nut, who has completed arrange- 
ments for the passage of the flight 
through Japan and he will in turn 
pass the flight on, as it were, to Lieut. 
Malcolm 8S. Lawton, whose division 
starts at Shanghai, China, the first 
stop after leaving Japan. 


Ready to Rebuild Planes. 

The main depot for the flight was 
established in the first division at 
Dutch Harbor and at this place the 
planes were given a complete recon- 
ditioning. The depot for the second 
division is at Kasumiga Ura, the Jap- 
anese naval air station, about thirty 
miles north of Tokio, on the island 
of Honshu. At this point, new wings, 
new pontoons and new engines, with 
the necessary tools and supplies are 
provided, so that the planes may be 
placed in as good as new condition. 

It is 610 miles from Paramushiru 
to Bettoba; 475 miles more to Minato 
on the island of Honshu, the next 
landing place, and 395 miles from that 
point to Kasumiga Ura. There are 
only two additional landings in Japan, 
the one near Osaka, 360 miles farther 
south; the other at Kagoshima, on 
the island of Kyushu, Japan, 380 miles 
from Osaka, , 

The latest. reports indicate that 
there is a falling barometer at Para- 
mushiru island, with overcast skies 
and rising winds, which may mean 
the fliers will be delayed a day or two

BERLIN, May 17.—Rosa Sucher, one 
of the most famous opera singers of a 
generation ago, who studied Wag- 
nempn roles under Richard Wagner 
bimeelf, is reduced, at the age of 75 
years, to living on $3 a month. She 


vanished so completely several years 
ago that most people thought her dead, 
but. a German who used to applaud 
ber in the days of her operatic glory, 
after a long search, discovered that she 
was living crippled, bedridden, and 
penniless at a small inn near Aix-la- 
Chapelie. 

The pension allowed her by the gov- 
ermment when she left 
shrunk, following the collapse of the 
German mark, to 30 marks monthly, 
from which more than half is deducted 
for the poor of the village where she 
lives. So all that is left is about 12 
marks, or less than $3. 

So great was Frau Sucher's fame-in 
the "80s and °'90s that the Germans 
were accused of making a goddess of 
her. She was especially successful in 
heroine roles of Wagnerian “ring” 
operas, notably as Brunhilde.

‘ This intensified sense of an American destiny, 
we believe, is ..e most important effect to be 
looked for from the new policy and in the era it 
inaugurates. The new policy assures the Amer- 
jean future to the American people. It assures 
the, enjoyment to the American people of their 
own destiny. The danger, the certainty, that our 
future would belong to some one else is gone. 

Our rich inheritance, and that which we are 
budding upon it, are assured to us and to our 
posterity. This is just. This is beneficent. We 
shall breed Americans for an American destiny. 
We shall never be without the inspiration of other 
peoples and other cultures. But we shall not have 
them undermining our American structure or im- 


posing upon us as self-conscious alien forces demor- 


_alizing the bermonious evolution of.our national

JAPANESE EXCLUSION. 


We believe it would be well if the country were 
informed of the reasons which impel -President 
Coolidge to insist prc? the elimination: of Japa- 
nese exclusion from the immigration bill. The 
President called various members of congress. to 
the White House, but the only announcement 
made was that the government wishes to accom- 
plish exclusion by treaty and to avoid doing it 
by statute. 


Now and again a President asks congress to 
do or not to do something which he intimates will 
have grave consequences in international affairs 
‘and the nation seldom can do more than guess 
at the danger suggested. Probably the best re- 
membered instance is that of Mr. Wilson in 1913 
telling congress that unless congress repealed. the 
exemption of American ships from Pafama tolls 
he would mét¢ know how to deal with more inti-| 
mate matters of-g¢raver tmport. 

There was then pending this same dispiite with 
Japan as to the right of the United States to 
determine who might be granted the privilege of 
comifg in, of owning land and of entering upon 
citizenship.

Why, then, does he re- 
main‘in Cuba? Why has he not left 
the island where, I am sure, such per- 
s0ns as I presume he is are not de- 
sirable? 

His statements are perfectly childish

You can 
best judge what I think of Cuba’s pfos- 
pects by the fact that we have just 
bought quite a number of additional bank 
buildings through the island and are 
erecting in Havana one of the most at- 
tractive modern bank buildings to be 
found anywhere. Our deposits in Cuba 
have multiplied fourfold ‘within three 
years. The Cubans are a polite, friendly 
people, the kind tourists like to meét.”’

Washington, D. C., May 17.—{8pe- 
cial.]—-Henry Ford's alluring promises 
of cheap fertilizer for farmers if *he 
government will give him Muasc'e 
Shoals got another rap in the senate 
agricultural committee today. 


Chemicai experts testified that, 
where Ford talks of cheap fertilizer 


processes will develop so much that 
Ford's plan would not only. be the 
height of extravagance, but imposs!ble 
from a competitive standpoint. 

Not fertillzer, but millions of elcctric 
horsepower, running all the mechani- 

al equipment on the farm, lowering 
costs through increased industry, sup- 
plyite light and heat, running rail-| 
roads as well as interurban lines—that 
is what Muscle Shoals hold for the fu- 
ture, the testimony ran. 
Expert on the Stand. 

Dr. Louis C. Jones, consulting engi- 
neer and industrial chemist of New 
York, was the chief witness. Unth re 
cently he headed a corporation that 
operated the largest synthetic am- 
monia plant ever constructed outside 
of Germany. He said: 

“ Regarding the production of fixed 
nitrogen fifty years hence at Muscle 
Shoals, I will say that I think non 
will be made there. VYower will be so 
much in demand for all sorts of pur- 
poses in the cities and on the farms 
that it will be economically wrung to 
use it for fertilizer production. 

“Then I am sure you will ask me 
whence will come the pliant food for 
the necessary needs of agriculture,

OUISVILLE, Ky., May 17.—[Spe- 
cial.J—The Golden Jubilee Ken- 
tucky Derby was run today on 
historic Churchill Downs, which 
derives its name from the Churchill 
family, from whom the ground was ac- 
quired for racetrack purposes in 1874.

CHILHOWEE 


Beau Butler Third 
as 80,000 Cheer.

| Louisville, Ky., May 17.—({Special.] 
_—* Black Gold, Black Gold! It’s Black 
Gold!” Bass shouts of exuiltation, 
greater in volume but no less vocifer- 


ous, mingled with soprano shniils of 
ecstasy as Elack Gold swung into the 
stretch in third position, echoed and 
‘reéchoed all through the most desper- 
ate finish of recent years and fairly 
‘burst forth In a mad paean as the 
small but handsome son of Black 
. Toney flashed under the wire winner 
‘of the Golden Jubilee Derby at 
Churchill Downs this afternoon. 

| Half a length behind this colt, owned 
by a woman, was Chilowhee, another 
western colt. Only a nose further back 
was Beau Butler from the Idle Houf 
farm of E. R. Bradley, whose colors 
were carried to victory by Behave 
Yourself in 1921. Altawood, another 
western colt, was fourth, It was a clean 
sweep for the west of all money po- 
sitions. 

Bad Day for the East. 

Behind this quartet came the blasted 
hopes of the east which had been so 
greatly feared in advance. Bracadale. 
the second string of the Harry Sin- 
clair stable, was fifth, and Transmute. 
the better of the Whitney duo, was 
sixth. Mad Play, chief reliance of 
the east; was tenth. | 

Not in recent years has there been 
such a popular victory. The reception 
accorded the placed horses by the 
80,000 spectatorg as they cantered back 
to the judges’ stand after the finish 
was literally an ovation, swelling in 
volume until it reached a climax when 
Black Gold, following custom, was 
last to return. Then he received the 
floral horseshoe, symbolic of victory, 
while Col. H, C, Whitehead presented 
the gold plate in behalf of the Jockey 
club, to Mrs. R, M. Hoots of Tulsa, 
Okla., owner of the winner. 


Not only was Black Gold backed into’ 


favoritism in the mutuels, but the 
backing represented many individual 
wagers, while the big money went on 
the eastern entrants. Tonight, it 
seemed as if every person in Louisville 
had wagered on the winner. Those who 
didn’t were not admitting it. 


Fair Price on Winner. - 


Two dollar mutuel tickets on, Black 
Gold paid $6.50, $5.40, and $4.40, re. 
spectively for the three places. Chilo- 
whee paid $12.30 place and $7.30 to 
show, while Beau Butler, as represen- 
tative of the Idle Hour farm, was $4.30 
to show. 

Black Gold won the lLoufsiana 
Derby. He ran a mile here at Church- 
ill - Downs on a comparatively slow 
track in 1:374-5 and made a show of 
this field. This was the race which 
earned such a tremendous Kentucky 
and western following... Still, the breed- 
ing experts said the son of Adam, 
which as a racer stopped at five fur- 
longs, could not carry stake weight one 
and one-quarter miles. Black Gold re- 
futed that opinion. 

The time for the ra¢e was 2:05 1-5. 
not so fas as the Derby has been run; 
but early pace always has much to do 
with the ultimate time; the first six 
furlongs were stepped to the compara- 
tively slow time of 1:13 and the mile 
in only 1:39 1-5. The Derby had a gross 
value of $63,300, with $52,775 net to the 
owner of the winner,”$6,000 to second, 
$3,000 to third, and $1,000 to fourth, 

The Best Horse Wins. 

Black Gold was the best horse as 
the race was run. They were away to 
a splendid start, with a bit of crowd- 
ing shortly afterward when those from 
the inside rail and those from the out- 
side rail clustered in the center of the 
track. It did not seriously affect the 
chances of the so-called contenders. 

dockey Mooney, on Black Gold, ap- 
peared to have e confidence in 
the rall position, 
Mooney took no chances 
pinched off in the scramble around. the 
first turn if he tried to maintain the 
rail position against early speed.

There are a variety of opinions on 
the dairy farmer’s present situation 
and the need for a tariff among lead- 
ers up here. Harry N. Owen, editor of 
the Farm, Stock, and Home, says that 
prices of dairy products are on the 
downgrade, but mot because farmers 
in this country are producing too 
much. They have a long way to go 


in production, he thinks, but “ unless 
we can be protected and a profitable 
price tor dairy products can be main- 
tained, the outlook for the northwest 
is indee@ dark.” 
Time for Caution. . 
Mr. Cavert agrees that the future 
for the northwest would be unpromis- 
ing if farmers stake everything on 
the production of dairy products, but 
there are other things being - grown 
in abundance in this ‘territory, he 
added. 

The maniversity in this state does not 
advecs a general switch to dairy- 
ing. c at the agricultural col- 
lege bélieve a certain number of farm- 
ers with families can afford to milk 
from five to ten cows and make a 
profit, but men on large farms who 
would have.to add more hired help if 
they started a dairy herd might not 
find dairying profitable, especially if 
they have not had experience.

The fact of it is that the French exposition was 
not merely fireworks. It was a whole text book of 
Gallic industry, and from the fashions alone—those 
creations brought to New York by such poets of 
needle and fabric. as Cheruit, Lanvin, Drecoll, 
Worth, Paquin, and Jenny—one could write busily 
for some months to come.

_ One cannot say that the costumes burst mpon us 
without warning. The silhouette is the same as that 
defined by our regulation spring i Nearly 
all of the details have, too, been toreshadowed by 
these less spectacular collections. The value of this 


recent exposition of French modes lay, therefore, 


not in its novelty. That which made it so im- 
_ pressive in the eyes of the American student of the 
mode was the emphasis placed by these French 
creators upon vital elements of today’s fashion. 
Here were not models picked by the American re- 
tailer from the hundreds of costumes shown by each 
famous dressmaker. Here were the thi that 
Cheruit, Callot, and other members of the French 
group of artists had themselves picked as being 
ira: of coures. ia rd to ch f gowns 
t is, of course, hard to choose a group o 
from this brilliant collection, and although next 


week I shall follow this letter by illustrating some 
of the evening gowns, I feel apologetic toward the 
fashion exhibitors at the French exposition for. at-

narrow scope of two letters. Nevertheless, since I 
am condemned to sketchiness, I shall approach now 
my present task of writing about a few of the day- 
time modes presented at this notable occasion. 
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As you will see by looking both at the back and 
front views given of these costumes, I have selected 
three admitting some combination of printed fabric. 
This censtitutes no haphazard choice, for, although 
printed fabrics were not a dominating feature of 
afternoon creations, they were certainly an arrest- 
ing one, and in scarcely any other single province 
did the individuality of the designer have such a 
favorable outlet. 

Looking at some of these frocks and wraps which 
utilized the printed crepe, one wondered why in the 
world the costume of this character has contrived 
in the past to be so boring. Usually, I admit, I am 
prejudiced against these patterned things. My cus- 
tomary reaction on seeing one is to say pettishly, 
“O, pshaw, why aren’t you on a wing chair or 
hanging up at the window where you belong.” But 
when I saw a few of the French models, I no longer 
resented the interior decorator touch. Such charm, 
such chic, such whimsicality, such wealth of inven- 
tion! As we watched one ot those idiomatic French 
mannequins shooting across the stage of the Grand 
Central palace, a friend of mine remarked, “ That’s 
the only witty printed effect I ever saw.” 

The witty costume to which she referred . hap- 
pened to be the Callot model which we show at the 
right. Here it is—the loveliest of white crepe suits 
with a three-quarter length tunic of white crepe

patterned in red. The same designed material func- 
tions on sleeves and collar.

ehough to express a great difference between the 


ordinary combination of plain and printed fabric 
and its own smart self. 

Of course, # great deal of the variety of result in 
costumes of this character depends upon the asso- 
ciation of Wrap with frock. So much of this sort of 
thing has been going on fdr the past seasons.that 
it does not sound in the least exciting, and it is a 


supreme tribute to the French desigriers that they 


manage to make it seem so. In this present example 
the trick is obvious, Callot has made the coat ever 


so much shorter than the tunic. Incidentally, one 
may remark that in doing so she is pursuing no 
solitary inspiration. Numerous other designers are 
also intent upon the publicity of the blouse. In fact, 
here is a note of fashion which may be expected to 
reverberate through midsummer modes. 

A less accustomed prank is the alliance of printed 
jacket with plain fabric frock. At the French ex- 
position were several Worth costumes reversing the 
familiar formula of plain wrap with printed frock. 
Orie bordered its coat of printed crepe with fur, and 
another—the one we illustrate at the left—depended 
entirely upon its own exertions. This wrap, shown 
only in the group of back views, is allied with the 
frock of black ‘satin revealed in the larger drawing. 

The frock itself is quite charming enough to need 
no press agent of a printed coat. Here is one of 
those black satin frocks which the Parisienne con- 
siders indispensable to her wellbeing. It is, in 
truth, the backbone of her wardrobe, and one can 
fancy her enduring separation from her lip stick 
as.easily as from this uniform for restaurant lunch 
and tea. 

. ‘Phe mérit of this Worth gown lies ‘chiefly in the 
deft draping of the skirt, for a full appreciation, of 
which it is ne¢essary to scrutinize both back’ and 
front views.

The frock has, of course, pretty much given up 
playing solitaire. For a long time it has insisted 
upon a two hand game. But, although we are used 
to the ensemble costume, we could not fail to be 
impressed by the emphasis which this.recent collec- 
tion placed upon the accompanying coat. And, by 
the way, it was always in the case of daytime gowns 
a coat and not a cape. If one excepts the smart 
little shoulder cape attached to the gown, one must 
think nowadays of this wrap as being, like Cin- 
derella, liberated only by the fall of -mght. Then, 
as the accompaniment to evening gown, it enjoys 
the privilege of fashion denied it during the day- 
time. 

But, though Paris has declared itself rag npg 
ly for accompanying wrap, do not imagine for a mo- 
ment that said outer garment must be a matching 
one. Quite the reverse. Often the relationshi 
between gown and coat may be traced only thro 
the tiniest of clews. For instance, Lanvin places in 
the lining of a black crepe coat worn with a printed 
black and white peachy *. k merely a large motif 
of the print. And ee the alliance of wrap 
and gown is established by the same color combina- 
tion worked out in. different fabrics. Thus Beer 
completes a white crepe frock trimmed with black 
lace with a whjte velvet cape edged with black 
monkey fur. 

For the accompanying coat of the daytime cos- 
tume of crepe’or satin, kasha received at the expo- 
sition, the accent struck by previous eollections., 
Nevertheless; by far the greatest number of stich 
wraps were negotiated in black satin—satin of a 
wonderful high luster. These satin coats are often 
so long that they encourage a use unidentified with 
the frock which they accompany. It is to this cate- 
gory that one ascribes the Beer model second from 
the right. Here, worn over a crepe frock em- 
broidered in blue and black, you find the noncom- 
mittal policy which makes such accompanying coats 
practical for general wear. Here, also in the simple 
play of horizontal and diagonal tucks, you locate 
the Parisian ideal of chic. 

Speaking of coats in general, one may say that 
the straight line with snugly fitted hip prevailed 
throughout the exposition. However, there was 
often some widening at the hem to indicate the 
relationship of the present day coat with the present 
day dress. Not nearly so marked usually as in the 
frocks—one grants that at once. Yet seldom did 
a coat permit one to forget that the flare below the 
knee is the proper gesture with which to atone for 
that slim straightness above. 

\ In the second model from the left we show you 
how Drecoll interprets the familiar knee flounce in 
a frock of black crepe combinad with white and 
black printed ergpe. Here the essential feature 
does not, as is usually the case, ferminate the gown.

Shaved Coconuts. 


In prominent places, or by the en- 
trances to Lexington market, one sees 
something new under the sun in the 
treatment of coconuts. The shel] has 
been cracked off—often or generally 
without cracking the meat—and the 
brown inner tining or cover of the 
white meat is scraped off, and the 
scraped ball, set up in @ glass can or 
cans at various heights, makes a most 
picturesque display, though undoubted- 
ly a wasteful one. These really look 
like great white lily buds, or Parian 
marble .ruits, and I am told—and oe 
lieve it—that this preparation of the 
coconut is entirely Baltimorean. 

Much .coconut is grated, and in one 
case the grated nut falls into great 
drawers, from which it is constantly 
sold by scoopfuls, 1C cents for two 
scoops. 


~The Coconut Shaver. 


The utensil or tool used to sens 
the cocénuts is that once used by the 
wagon maker, but now in but small de- 
mand, we may guess—a spoke shaver, 
which is a piece of turned wood with 
a knife fastened on one side. Envy 
for the owners of this tool did not 
arise in my heart at once, and 
only after I began to realize what ad- 
mirable and novel coconut desserts 
might be set up by using these shaved 
meats did I seek to purchase the tool, 
which I did not even know the name 
of. I had trouble. but finally FP bought 
one which had seen a good morning's 
work, at least, or many. 


Test of a Living Market. 


I would almost place as @ test of a 
live market one where ‘all the sellers 
keep busy at something, if it is only in 
protecting their goods and setting them 
up attractively. In the Lexingtor

TRADITION with little save space-filling to recom- - 

mend it is that at this time of year something should 

be said about the plays of the season drawing to a let- 

down, if not to an end. The editor takes it on himaelf to 

list the six (or the ten) best piays without tunes, a like num- 

ber of the best with tunes, and, then, to tell what were the 
“significant’’ exhibitions by the 
actors, and why, along with some. 
thing weighty about “ tendencies ” 
in the new dramas, the revolution- 
ary zeal (if any of the new play- 
wrights, and a summing-up of pop- 
ular reactions toward the beat. 
Which is all right with me. 

— 

The trouble this Maytime, as in 
all the earlier Maytimes since I've 
been going to the theater, is that 
there haven't been six (or even 
ten) best plays with or without 
tunes; that none of the great deal 
of all kinds of acting has been sig- 
nificant of anything save the espe- 
cial talent of the actors; there have 
been no tendencies in the new plays 
that were not in the old plays: 
that the zeal of the new playwrights 
has been all in the sane direction of 
ascertaining how to get a line of 
ticket-buyers into the lobby; and that the public has gone to 
see what it thought it might like, and, liking it, has gone to 
see it again. In brief, thes-same kind of a season as 
any of the eae seasons since Thespis passed the hat before 
starting his improving performances on the wagon-tail which 
was the dido-shelf of the drama in his Maytime.

The National Gallery is a vast treas- 
ure house of things curious and beau- 
tiful. ; 
interesting matters—everything from 
fossils of extinct fish life to wonder- 
fully mounted groups ‘of wild beasts 
sent back by Theodore Roosevelt when 
he directed the Smithsonian expedi- 
tion on a scientific hunting trip some 
years before his death, to a compre 
hensive collection of old masters and 
modern paintings ahd, upstairs, from 
rocks and precious stones to cases of 
mounted butterflies and tiny beetles, 
from a whale over»seventy feet in 
length to a collection of pianos. : 


Even these starting and stopping 
points of enumeration do not hint at 
the quill tale of wonders to be found in 
the gallery. There are cases of stuffed 
birds, cases of people illustrative of 
customs of living among the lowér 
races—the Somali, the Icelander, the 
red skin before the white man drained 
his heart’s blood, and various African 
and South sea island tribes. 


Nor is this all. To continue, one 
might as well undertake the making of 
a catalog, a task uninteresting unless 
lightened by the knowledge of things 
seen. So, leaying the thought at its 
inception, we turn to the last notable 
addition to the National Gallery collec- 


dions.in.ihe shape of a group. af paint- 
ings by o*d masters, lately given into 


the muséunmi’s charge by Mrs. Ralph 
Cross Johnson of Washinaton. 

Chiefly the group consists of works 
by the primitive schools of painting 
of Flanders and.Italy, a few later 
works complete the group. Even these 
do not keep us long.

Experiments now under way at the 
University of Illinois show that it is 
not necessary to transmit a carrier 
wave continuously, the electromagnetic 
wave being sent out only when a 
sound occurs. What is known as sup- 
pression of the carrier wave is used 
in long distance telephony over wires, 
but the carrier must be again supplied 
at the receiving end. With this new 
improvement this latter provision is 
unnecessary. 


Like Spark Transmission. 


Suppose we aré listening with a re-' 
ceiver to a spark transmitting station. 
The receiver is affected.and we hear 
sounds only when the key is closed by 
the operator. Brtween these periods 
of “dot and dashes” no waves are 
sent out and we hear nothing. This 
is approximately the condition existing 
when using, zero carrier: transmission. 
In the case of the old system the 
plate current of the detector ‘tube suf- 
fers a large decrease as soon as the 
carrier wave comes in, and when 
speech oceurs this latter value of plate 
current ‘fluctuates a very § slight 
amount. 

Now, if we cgn eliminate the carrier 
wave when no sound occurs the detec- 
tor plate current will suffer this ini- 
tfal large change with every change of 
the sound occurring at the microphone. 
Thus we have inucreasdd the efficiency 
of transmisison a great deal. 

The tests with the University of Ili- 


true. Many local fans listened to the 
transmission of music by this method 
and reported sharper tuning and easy 
tuning out of the local station to listen 
to.distant stations. 

Comparative Tests Made. 
During the ‘tests transmission fre- 
quently was changed from the con- 
stant current. carrier wave system to 
the new zero carrier system’so,that in- 
telligent comparison as to quality and 
sharpness of tuning could be made. 
Results were surprisingly satisfactory, 
although the writers are not sure that 
it will he a complete.success. More 
investigation must be carried on.

Jump Into Tax Fight. 

While the organization plans were 
being worked out for an association to 
protect the interests of the independ- 
ent radio manufacturers, the radio tax 
was put into the federal revenue bill by 
the finance committee of the United 


| the 


States senate. 

A survey showed that other organi- 
zations’ had been doing considerable 
work in arousing public sentiment 
against the tax, but that nothing was 
being done to organize any friendly 
members of the United States. senate 
to fight the levy. It was found that 
practically all senators were more in- 
terested 
many of them didn’t know ‘the differ- 
ence between the radio tax and the 
Dill bill. 

Tne R. M. A. immediately sent Ern- 
est R. Reichmann of Urion, Brucker, 
Reichmann & Bouten, counsel to the 
association, to Washington to fight the 
tax. While he was on the train the 
senate, without a record vote and with- 
out a single objection, voted the radio 
tax into the revenue bill. 

Mr. Reichmann arranged for Senator 
Dill to have Senator Smoot permit re- 
, consideration of the tax so that a rec- 
|ord vote could be had. He then began 
| organizing favorable forces in the sen- 
pate, paying especial attention to hold- 
ing the Democrats together and win- 
ning over the Republicans from the 
agricultural states. 

Senators Hold Wrong View. 

Mr. Reichmann repeatedly was told 
by senators that one corporation han- 
died more than 90 per cent of all the 
radio business in the United States, 
ne a senator who was a large .stock- 
holder in this company had told the 


a | revenue committee that the corpora- 


tion was making fabulous profits and 
would easily absorb the tax instead of 
passing it on to the consumer. Senator 
Smoot made the same statement on 
the floor of the senate. 

It became necessary to prove to the 
senators the utter falsity of this claim. 
This was done, with the result when 
reconsideration of the radio tax came 
up on May 2 it was knocked out of the 
revenue bill by a vote of 40 to 13. Of 
the fifty-three senators present, Mr. 
Reichmann had pledges of support 
from thirty-two of them. 


Fear Another Tax Move. 


The revenue bill is now in confer- 
ence. Senator Smoot estimates that it 
falls short of covering expenditures 
anywhere from $160,000,000 to $500,- 
600,000. This must be made up by 
more taxation. 
The R. M. A. has been told that 
conference committee’ is not 
friendly to radio and that an effort 
will be made to put the tax back into 

he bill by coupling it with taxes on 

he telephone and telegraph. Mr. Reich- 
mann is in Washington to use his best 
,efforts to prevent anything of this 
kind. 

To date this tax fight has cost the 
association only $1,170.81. 

Plans War on “Gyppers.” 
Besides fighting the proposed tax, 
the association will campaign for a 
tariff to protect American manufac- 
turers against cheap material from 
Europe and to bring about an end to 
“ gypping.”

Reeking with History. 

Have you ever been to the house of 
commons? It would be a dull and un- 
imaginative ericand who could go 
there without experiencing a definite 
mental or spiritual excitement. It-is 
reeking with history and tradition of a- 
kind which has directed the whole 
course of our past, present, and fyture. 

That not large or architecturaily im- 
pressive hall is one of the main reasons 
for our present and impending immi- 
gration bills, as well as for much of 
our legislation which is trying to pre- 
serve Anglo-Sax0n ideals in a world 


a 


where on every hand there are arising 
attacks both at the foundations and 
superstructure of what has been up to 
now the most successful experiment in 
government yet undertaken by man- 
kind. Nor do we believe the time has 
yet come for the teachings of Murx and 
Lenin to be put into efficient operation 
by Anglo-Saxons. 

It is many years since I last saw the 
house of commons, and it is urexpect- 
edly small in size and simple in appcar- 
ance. In fact, if all the 600 members 
of parliament were to gather ttiere at 
one time, there would not be“seats 
enough for them. When one side or 
the other speaks of “the opposition 
benches ”’ it is a literal expression, as 


the members sit not, as ours do, in 
separate seats, but on long, leather 
cushioned benches, only the end man 
on the bench getting a wooden seat 
arm on which to lean. At one ena of 
the hall on a dais sits the speacer of 
the house, his thronelike chair being 
under a wrought iron, peaked canopy. 
Immediately below him, but raised 
above the floor, sit the clerks of the 
house, four of them in curious gray 
perruques, With odd little curls, like 
shavings, rimming the stiff crowus of 
the otherwise straight -hairea wigs. 
They wear gowns and are picturesque. 

A little below them is a lonz table 
that holds many books of reference 
and two embossed boxes, on one of 


which the prime minister lays his nand 
when he takes the oath of office. The 
boxes are supposed to contain precious 


documents, but really, I was informed 


by an attractive and sapient woman 
with a strong Scotch accent who sat 
next to me, there is inside only a bible 
and some other piece of literature of 
no historical iggportance, perhaps a lisz

This hangs directly over the speaker's 
throne, but gives an excellent view of 
the main part of the assemblage. Im- 
mediately beneath it is the journalists’ 
balcony, where each reporter sits in a 
little round sort of tub by himsesf. 

Connecting with this is the rest of 
the balcony, the lateral sides of which 
are reserved for members on a full 
night when the house is overflowing. 
The members who sit up in these bal- 
cony seats may neither interpellate nor 
speak, though they may vote. At the 
further end over the entrance and the 
clock is the baicony where visitors. sit. 


Immediately above the clock is-a long . 


wooden uncushioned bench where on 
one side members of the diplomatic cir- 
cle have the right to sit and to which 
they may invite guests, while the other 
side is dedicated to the use of members 
of the royal family. The seat reserved 
for and often occupied by the Prince 
of Wales is the one nearest to the mid- 
dle of this bench and immediately over 
the clock that ticks off the making of 
history. =

the cake four pence, in our money a 
little more than 10 cents. 


‘The Liberals seemed to be the most 
enthusiastic tea drinkers, for their 
benches were entirely empty for some 
time. The Labor members were next 
to them in enthusiasm, while many of 
the Conservatives seemed indifferent 
to the gentle beverage. As a matter of 
fact, most of those not in the house, 
I found out afterwards, were in con- 
ferences. 


One thing struck this seeking ob- 
server, and that was the uniformly cul- 
tivated and delightful way in which all 
the speakers addressed the house. The 
Labor members were as exquisite and 
finished in their diction and as cour- 
teous in their manner as their oppu* 
nents. They seemed more earnest, less 
inclined to satiré, than the Conserva- 
tives. They did not look as well 
dressed or healthy as those on the op- 
posite side of the hall. All of the La- 
borites present had interesting, grave 
faces. 

Immediately below me was the one 
exception to this, Sydney Webb, whose 
rather full mustache and imperial and 
thick, well brushed hair gave-him an 
un-English, rather dilettante look. 

The visitors in the women’s gallery 
were a quiet, well mannered lot, all 
of them intent listeners, telling each 
other in soft whispers who each é&peak- 
er was. Occasionally some member 
would come up to see that-his guest in 
this gallery was happy and interested 
and tos point out .«ome celebrity or 
other.

. Original Hall Burned. 

‘The house of commons as it stands 
today, the hall in which the legisla- 
tors. meet, is of comparatively recent 
architecture, as,it was rebuilt less than 
a hundred years ago after fire had con- 
sumed the original hall. But the site 
is the same as that in which the great 
struggle has gone on for centuries be- 
tween the two great parties which 
under various names and guises have 
between them evolved, and are still at 
work evolving, the wonderful] system 
under which this mighty empire is run. 
The two great changes fn the last few 
years have been the altered position 
in point of power of the house of lords 
and the arrival of women on the 
benches of the house of commons. 

It may not be known to many Amer- 
icans that the only reason Lady Astor 
ran for parliament when she won the 
distinction of being the first woman 
elected to that body was not because 
she craved this sort of activity and 
conspicuousness but because the death 
of her father-in-law, the late William 
Waldorf Astor, made her husband a 
peer and therefore automatically threw 
him out of his seat in the house. He 
was popular with his constituents, and 
when his wife ‘to stand for elec- 
tion in his stead, thus uing the 
Astor family as roprantatinctenen she 
was elected by a ‘handsome majority. 

Although he inherited the title, Lord 
Astor did not inherit the larger part 
eof his father’s vast estate. The latter 
had differed so seriously from many 
of the views of his eldest son for many 
years (not having spoken to him for 
five years before his death) that he left 


of this ancient institution, including 
entailing as much of his fortune as he 
could to secure it to the eldest son. 
Like other peers before ‘him, he lived 
to regret this entail and did what he 
could to break it. 

Both the Astors, Waldorf and 
“ Jack,” are nice, likéable men and ex- 
cellent citizens. The younger one, to- 
gether with a group of men, bought 
the famous old London Times not long 
ago and he, the predominating force in 
the new régime, has high ideals of 
what he wants to make ‘of this his-

The nose is not only the equipment 
for taKing air into the body but also 
the smelling tool, and as such it indl- 
cates in its fleshy parts various traits.

The tip-of the nose miay be pointed, 
fairly round, or well rounded.

Work will start next month on the 
largest printing establishment of its 
kind in the world, the $2,000,000 plant 


of the W. F. Hall Printing company, on 


the seventeen acre tract bounded by 


Diversey, Wellington, Kilpatrick, and 


the Northwestern railway. A picture 
of this huge group of structures is 


“shown in a nearby column. 


The present Hall plant is tn the 
plock bounded by Chicago avenue, Su- 
perior, Townsend, and Kingsbury. This 
will be either soid or rented when the 
equipment is moved to the northwest 
side on completion of the new buildings 
next spring. 

500 Foot Office Buflding. 

Architects Weiss & Niestadt have 
drawn plans for a main administration 
building of concrete, two stories, 
foundations for a third; to be 500 feet 
long, fronting on Diversey. It’ be 100 
feet deep and will be occupied by the 
offices, receiving department, employ- 
ment, and welfare departments, and 
cafeteria on the first floor. The gener-

To the north will bea one story con- 
crete and steel building, 500x800, with 
only one interior dividing wall. This 
will house the presses, bindery, and 
other manufacturing departments. 

Largest of Its Kind. 

The Hall concern is said to be the 
largest in the world doing commercial 
printing of catalogs and magazines. 
“Among the concerns whose catalog 
work it does are Montgomery Ward & 
Co. The National Cloak & Suit. 
Charies ‘William stores and Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. Photoplay, the System 
magazines and others are printed. 

An interesting angie to the acquire- 
ment of the site for the new plant 
was told at the time it was bought, 
July, 1922, but is worth repeating. 
Henry G, Zander and his partner, 
George Frederick Goester, of the realty 
firm of Koester & Zander, originally 
owned 435 acres in the neighborhood. 
Gradually they subdivided it and built 
4t up with homes.
